Music In Schools

Of all the subjects in the school 
curriculum there is none, probably, 
more deserving of earnest and sym¬ 
pathetic consideration than musio— 
particularly vocal. Rightly treated, 
ita effect on the children - is of in¬ 
estimable benefit, yet how frequently 
do w* find it "shelved,” treated with 
scant courtesy (or none at all), and 
regarded as merely the vehicle for 
expressing a few patriotic sentiments 
at school closing or other public oc¬ 
casions Patriotic music should cer- 
tsinly be taught in every school, but 
the subject were poor indeed, did It 
not go far beyond this. Only those 
who have been Intimately associated 
with children realise that to sing Is 
one of the most natural means of 
self-expression of the child; to neg- 
.l»ct to give children the necessary 
opportunity to pursue the subject is 
to rob th^m of their rightful heritage. 

Music was Introduced, into the 
American school* about a century 
ngo by Lowell Mason. During the 
last twenty-five years great atten¬ 
tion has been give^ to the subject in 
the State*, instrumental as well as 
vocal music having become a regular 
class stu dy . Many of the primary 
schools have bands or orchestra*, 
while in the High School a very full 
course of musical Instruction is of¬ 
fered—placing the subject on a level 
with other courses of study. In Bri¬ 
tain and other European countries 
music has long been regarded as a 
vital subject. It is regularly taught 
by the class teacher, and Is under the 
supervision of the government in¬ 
spector. The children are taught to 
read both from th* Tonic-eolfa and 
staff notation, the gramophone Is 
used considerably to assist in the 
presentation of th* subject, and con¬ 
cert# and organ recitals are fre¬ 
quently arranged for the special 
benefit of the children, thus training 
them to a bettor Appreciatio n of that 
which la "worth while” In music. It 


should also be added that the must- 
cal competitive festivals have a 
stimulating effect In the musical 
education of the rising generation. 

From both intellectual and artlstto 
standpoints music should be recog¬ 
nised In ail schools—public and pri¬ 
vate. In the study of the art many 
of those factors which sr* necessary 
in the various walks of Ufe ai«. 
brought into operation—concentra¬ 
tion. orderliness, precision, aiertnee*, 
co-ordination, obedience—for without 
these, class-singing would, Indeed, be 
chaotic. Probably few people realise 
what it really means to sing even a 
simple song at sight. To attain the 
power of night-singing Is no mean 
accomplishment for a child—nor, in¬ 
deed, for an adult. Of the artistic 
and emotional benefits of singing, 
there can scarcely be two opinions 
from any who have had the oppor¬ 
tunity of hearing really good, refined 
school singing. There la no other 
subject that gives such a feeling of: 
unity to a claas and creates such a | 
delightful, refining Influence. At the 
pfosent time we are Inundated with 
musio of the most insipid and banal 
character (the "banana” type). The 
only way to counteract this is to pro¬ 
vide that which is higher and better, 
and to train the children In the prac¬ 
tice of that which is “music" and not 
merely a travesty of the art. Tht 
natural place for this training is the 
school, supplemented by the home. 
Her* only the beet should be pre¬ 
sented; and there is such a wealth of 
good suitable music to be obtained 
that there is no excuse for indulging 
In the Inartistic and the common¬ 
place. Short talks on the subject. 
Illustrated lectures and first-class en- 
| tertainmCnts are all useful. Concerts. 

I both instrumental and vocal, at which 
explanatory remarks are given by the 
conductor as to the nature of the 
works being performed, and the char¬ 
acteristics of the Instruments used 
are a splendid mean* of musical edu¬ 


cation. Butabovs all, children de¬ 
light in doing for them selves. It 
would be difficult to specify another 
subject in which co-operation on such 
a large scale can be obtained as In 
chorus or orchestral work, where a 
conductor may have under hie con¬ 
trol at one time many hundreds of 
children. No other subject develops 
the community feeling in like man¬ 
ner. Music has no creed and knows 


no boundary of religion or race. There ! 
may be differences in the modes of i"[ 
expression but these only add to flaP, 
beauty and universality. There is a c ! 
tendency on the part of many to con- *' 
damn or discard those studien Ihafl ” 
do not appear to them to be "pracli- ^ 
cal." forgetting that the cultural and 
social benefits derived from thdm are B 
immense. We all acknowledge the t* 
Importance of commercial and Indus- Y 
trial accomplishments hut these are T 
not the all-in-all of life. In every- fi

In conclusion, we would suggest 
that credits should be given for the 
subject when taught in school, or to ' 
the child who studies an Instrument |L 
out of school hours. The subject is 
a worthy one. it is continually being — 
requisitioned for almost all imagin¬ 
able functions of communal life, and 
theref o re should certainly be devel¬ 
oped In tbe best possible manner. |

Influence of music efficiently taught 
In the public schools. Choral organi¬ 
sations have come Into being all over 
Great Britain. Church choirs, school 
choirs, collegiate choirs, and choirs 
In connection with Industrial con¬ 
cerns all make their contribution to a 
competitive musical festival. Thqyc 
are those who rightly and Justly 
draw our attention to certain unde¬ 
sirable effects of competition in a 
superb art like mualc. . but these 
' drawbacks are entirely outweighed by 
4-thw benefit* that accrue. Church 
choirs on the prairie provinces have 
< attained a considerable reputation. 
| Indeed, a celebrated musician from 
New York, after listening to three 
distinct choirs from one city sing u 
Brahms number, told the audience 
there were not three choirs in New 
York who could perform the music. 
This was corroborated by the Pro¬ 
fessor of Vocal Music. Columbia Uni¬ 
versity.

Since the congregation of St. Andrew's Church was organised 
September 5, 1866—music has been recognised as an important 
feature of church work. At the organisation meeting a musical 
committee was appointed with the minister at that time, the Rev. 
Mr. Somerville, as ehairman. I)r. Powell was named to form a 
caoir to lead the church music. The outstanding problem of an 
organ and organist never seems to have troubled St. Andrew’s 
Church. Within a month after the congregation was -formed a 
Mieque for $125 was presented to purchase a “harmonica,” and 
this proved the augury of success in varying steps of progress 
from the first harmonica in charge of an organist at ten dollars a 
month to the present $6,000 instrument operated by a modern 
electrical motor.

*There Is more glory to God in the 
musio (?) of a npltnter on an old 
rail caused by the wind that God 
causes to blow than there is in ten 
thousand pipe organs. God Is sore 
displeased with manufactured wind 
worship.” Then follows, as usual.

It not 
relevant to the subject. 

Jenny Glddes, of ancient Bcnttiah 
fame, who called the organ a “klat of 
whistles,” threw a stool at the minis¬ 
ter for what she called 'Popery 
(muscular Christianity). 

In the latter part of the Victorian 
era * native of India, attending hi* 
first service In England, had the idea 
that the devil was shut up in that 
box* and at certain times took to j 
howling piteously, and could only be 
subdued by the people present malt¬ 
ing a greater nolae than he could, 
and when they had succeeded In sil¬ 
encing him for a time, he would soon 
break out again.

IMPROVEMENTS 

In January, 1821 , arrangements 
were made for the moving of the 
qrgan consol, the installing of a 
modern up-to-date pneumatic action, 
the addition of seven newf speaking 
stops, six couplers, thirteen combin¬ 
ation pistons and a new pedal board. 
The work was entrusted to A. 
Flesnes, who completed it. In Jan¬ 
uary. 1822 These additions and 1m 
provements now make this Instru¬ 
ment one of the most up-to-date In 
the city, and second to none for tonal 
production. The expenses of these 
alterations and additions are being 
borne by the choir, who are endeav¬ 
oring to clear off the debt by a series 
of concerts and entertainments

Among these Is the bridal 
pair, who for twenty-five years have 
been true to the promise made on 
their wedding day In 1895, of giving 
to church use. their joint talent of 
music and voice. 

THE ORGAN'S WANDERINGS 
The “Seeley" organ, as It may bo 
called, was still In operation. It was 
moved into Institute Hall, View 
8lreet, temporarily used for a church; 
then Into the new cathedral In 1891. 
It should now have been superannu¬ 
ated but it could-nut be spared. In 
Its all but hopeless condition, Mrs.- 
Iximbard alone had power to be¬ 
friend It; her music-searching fingers 
discovered floods of sounds, which 
true to an organ's mission, stirred the 
devotion of the congregation. Fin¬ 
ally. In 1909, It yielded to a new com¬ 
petitor, and as if reluctant to give 
up a holy cause, took up Its abode In 
8t. Ann’s Convent Chapel. There 
agatn it was supplanted by a new In¬ 
strument; still it was not In Its 
nature to retire. , 

In 1913, it was purchased from the 
Sisters for fifty dollars and again put 
to the use of divine service In a 
church In the vicinity Wheraver It 
goes, what ever becomes of It there 
will still linger about it, Ita resonant 
oft-repeated accompaniments to those 
first-class masses - Marxo’s, La 
I lathe.

An organisation 
known aa the Centennial Organ Co., 
waa effected, stocks in tho new prop¬ 
arty being issued to contributors to 
the organ fund. The dividends of 
this corporation were to be paid in 
free admissions to recitals on the 
prospective organ.

To write a history of First 
Presbyterian Church Choir is 
like writing a history of the City 
of Victoria. The early pioneers 
of Victoria were mostly Soots- 
uieiL.. uv ..tbcir. mtiuttS’—M uuro, 
McTavish. Dquglts . Finlay son— 
clearly indicate, and their reli¬ 
gion, as might be expected, was 
Presbyterian. For nearly twenty 
years they were without anyone to 
minister to them according to th* 
simple but Impressive form of the 
church of their fathers, although they 
always gave a hearty welcome and 
loyal support to any missionary who 
reached Victoria. 

In 1861 a young minister, th* Rev. 
John Hall, arrived from Belfast, Ire¬ 
land, and, gaining the confidence of 
th* llttl* band of Presbyterian*, held 
services In Moore’* Hall, Govern¬ 
ment Street, later In the Police 
Court room, and later still in Bmlth's 
Half. (Old residents will recognise 
these places.) 

CHURCH ORGANIZED 

On February 3. 1862, a meeting! 
was held and the “First Presbyterian j 
Church of Vancouver Island” waa 
formed. A lot was purchased on the 
comer of Blanshard and Pandora 
Streets, and the comer stone of the 
church which still stands was laid in 
March, 1863, by the Hon. Chief Jus¬ 
tice David Cameron. 

PRECENTOR PIONEERS 

In those days the Precentor held 
sway. Organs and choirs were an 
abomination In the minds of a great 
many. There are no definite records 
as to who had the hondr of being the 
-first precentor, but it is known that 
the late Alexander Wilson was quite 
efficient In Jhat capacity. Mr. J. 
Bruce. Mr. John Wright,- and Mr.

Brown had taken charge, th* Interest 
was quickened, and the choir grew 
from the small number of twelve or 
thirteen voices to twenty, altogether 
tQftjpany for the little horseshoe choir 
was located almost on 
aTeverwrlth tfls flbor of ths church, 
In front of and immediately below 
the pulpit, which was of the old- 
fashioned high type common in f*oot- 
land In early days, and reached by 
a flight of step*.

and operatic organizations now huve 
their "seasons'' in other large cities, 
and many opera companies are en¬ 
gaged In tours giving grund and oomic 
operas. Fifty years ago a decent con¬ 
cert hall was practically unknown, 
but to-day sumptuously equipped 
-concert and recital halls, and audito¬ 
riums aro maintained on lavish pro¬ 
portions. In those days there waa not 
one musical paper. Now there are 
hundreds devoted to music only, the 
first to be started being “Musical 
America," of New York. One or 
two of this description arc also pub¬ 
lished In this Dominion. Between 
J*'® and 18$0 music had Its beginning 
In the |Aiblic schools, and the music 
supervisor received his first appoint- 
m 5 nt * 'he present time there are 
oyer twelve thousand music super¬ 
visors In the public schools of the 
I nlted State* and Canada. The com¬ 
munity chorus was unknown, music 
In factories and large departmental 
stores was not thought of. Now u || 
this Is changed and hundreds of the 
largest retail houses provide music 
as an adjunct to the soffal life of Its 
employees with wonderful rgsults. 


I Music In churches Is on a higher 
and more efficient plane. Military 
i bands, too. are of the highest sta«- 
| dards and are an Integral part of the 
daily life of the people. The manu¬ 
facture of pianos, the player-piano, 
and musical Instruments are among 
the best In the world to-day. and 
especially in the marvellous inven- 
tlon of apjrtiance and electrical de¬ 
vice attached to the manufacture of 
tlie reed and pipe-organ, bus the 
building of such even surpassing the 
finest great organs of Europe. And 
now the phonograph and the radio 
give music and entertainment in hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of homes. 

The time has arrived, too. when 
the music student no longer thinks 
it necessary to go abroad for further 
musical studies. He finds the very 
best teachers in all branches of the 
art now living in their midst, and the 
new composer of the new world Is 
now recognized and is making good. 

Music publishing and music'en¬ 
graving years ago. were unknown, 
now there are many music publishing 
bouses issuing splendid music edi¬ 
tions, sheet music nnd books that ur# 
not excelled even by the great pub¬ 
lishing houses of London. Paris or 
Berlin. 

Tp-day we know that music ts not 
for tlie educated few or the tnusftr 
lover, or fits appreciative only, hut 
we now realize Its purpose in life, it a 
inspiring, uplifting, consoling, civilis¬ 
ing. and humanising power, nnd It is 
now tecognixed thnt music In all Its 
forms, the popular, the classic, the

VOCAL REMINIS CENCES 

Some Note* of the Victoria Choral Society; of the Choir of 
Metropolitan Church and Other Interesting 
Musical Events 
• By GIDEON HICKS 


During my sojourn in Victoria, ex¬ 
tending over a period of twenty-two 
> ear ®. I have been associated with 
two organzlations which I consider 
have done much in the upffullding 
and up-lifting in the vocal realm of 
music. Particularly associated with 
the choir life of the Metropolitan 
f’hurch, I am able to point with 
much pride to the many fine achieve¬ 
ments by the choir of this church, 
liven In Us early days, when the late 
David Spencer led the choir, the 
Methodist Church, then situated In 
tiie old church on Broad Htreet. where 
the present Salvation Army Bar- 
rucka now stand, was noted for the 
excellent work of its choir. Anthems, 
cantatas, etc., were frequent!v ren¬ 
dered with excellent, results, and as¬ 
tonishing even ip the early days was 
it to find splendid and most able 
singers. The first organist of the new 
Metropolitan Church was Howard 
Jtussell. now honorary conductor of 
the Arion Club. One of the earliest 
choirmasters of the Methodist Church 
was Clement Rowlands, now a reef- j 
dent of Oukland. California. Coming |

jmjteaueal of the Church, l took lhA 
position as choirmaster Succeeding 
Mr. Rowlands in 1899, 1 proceeded to 
organize my forces for the purpose 
of producing the best-known ora¬ 
torio* and other works by the greut 
masters. I remember especially when 
I conducted Gaul's "Holy City." that 
the united choirs of the Metropolitan 
and Queen's Avenue Methodist, 
churches were amalgamated, the lat¬ 
ter church sending over Its choir 
from New Westminster.

FIRST CHORAL SOCIETY 

The honor of organizing the first 
choral society belongs to Mr. Greig. 
who also formed the Arion Club. He 
was the society's first conductor and 
continued in that capacity for a num¬ 
ber of years. In 1905, the society was 
given a fresh start after * year or 
two of inactivity, and with J. o. 
Brown as Its "new president. I was 
appointed conductor. Our first pro¬ 
duction was Cowan's “Rose Maiden." 
with Mine. Alban!, soprano, in the 
title role, with her concert company. 
This took plnce In May. 190«. Frank 
Watkis was the accompanist on this 
occasion and was then touring with 
Mine. Albani. In the same year. 
Gorgorza, the eminent baritone, gave 
n programme under the auspices of 
the society. For a number of years 
each season suw one or two standard 
choral works. In 1914. through busi¬ 
ness reasons. I relinquished the cop- 

pointed in my stead, ne occupying 
that position from 1914 to 19Lf. on 
his resigning through ill-health. 1 
again took hold of. the society’s de¬ 
stinies for tWtr^scasons. again relin- 
aiilshing thia position about three 
years ago. During these two Hosing 
years tthe society unfortunately is no 
longer In existence) we gave, with 
other works.

One of the most noteworthy choral 
evervr* of the early days 1 well re-

Ro of these journeying 
down from Nanaimo to asaiat end 
th** orchestra comprised sixty pieces.
